At »> regular dinner meeting 
January 10 at a local restaurant 
the Torrance Pilot club heard 
Ralph R. nompertr, Managing 
Editor of the Torranoe Ptrss 
speak on the subject, "A Grain 
of Sand, or Why a Newspaper 
Writes About Mental Health."

Gompert/ emphasi/ed the im­ 
portance of presenting tihe peo­ 
ple of California facts concern­ 
ing the need for proper legisla­ 
tion to establish mental health 
clinics throughout the State, and 
In particular th« necessity of 
local citizens to support the 
pilot clinic In San Pedro.

H« further stated that rhe 
clinic in San Pedro operates on 
an experimental basis to deter­ 
mine the need for, and the ben­ 
efits derived from, such facili­ 
ties. Action In the California 
Legislature will be dMrrmjned 
by the support, given thp clinic 
in the areas benefiting from Us 
services. He said that, the clinic 
serves 22 communities in the 
South Bay area, and that one 
out of every five patient* is 
from Torrance.
